“ And a hymn being sung, or the Ten Commandments repeated, or what- 
ever else your devotion may suggest, proceed with a cheerful heart to the 
duties of your calling. 

“Jn the evening, when you go to rest with your family, say :

Luruer on Preacutne.—When Dr. Albert was called to Brandenburg, 
he desired Luther to tell him how he should preach before the Prince Elector- 
‘Let your preachin: be simple and plain; look not to the Prince, but to the 
unlearned people. If I, in my discourse, should regard Melanchthon and 
other great men, then I should do but little good. I preach in a simple 
manner, and it giveth content to all. Hebrew, Greek and Latin I spare 


until we come together, and then we make it so finical that the angels 
couldn’t understand us,” 
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A Sxercs or Lururr.—A coarse, rugged, plebeian face it was, with great 
crags of cheek bones—a wild amount of passionate energy and appetite! 
But in his dark eyes were floods of sorrow; and deepest melancholy, sweet- 
ness and mystery were all there. Often did there seem to meet in Luther 
the very opposite poles in man’s character. He, for example, for whom 
Richter has said his words were half battles, he, when he first began to preach, 
suffered unheard agony. “Oh, Dr. Staupitz, Dr. Staupitz,” said he to the 
Vicar-general of his order, “I cannot do it; I shall die in three months. 
Indeed I cannot doit.” Dr. Staupitz, a wise and considerate man, said upon 
this, ‘‘ Well, Sir Martin, if you must die, you must; but remember they 
need good heads up yonder too. So preach man, preach, and then live or 
die, as it happens.” ‘So Luther preached and lived, and he became, indeed, 
one great whirlwind of energy, to work without resting in this world; and 
also before he died, he wrote very many books—books in which the true 
man—for in the midst of all they denounced and cursed, what touches of 
tenderness lay! We see in it a little bird, having alighted at sunset on the 
bough of a pear-tree that grew in Luther's garden. Luther looked upon it 
and said: “That little bird, how it covers its head with its wings, and will 
sleep there so still and fearless, though over it are the starry spaces and the 
great blue depths of immensity. Yet it fears not: it is at home. The God 
that made it, too, is there.” ‘The same gentle spirit of lyrical admiration is 
in the other passages of this book. Coming home from Leipsic in the 
autumn season, he breaks forth into living wonder at the fields of corn, 
“How. it stands there,” he says; “erect on its beautiful golden head with 
bread in it—the bread of man sent to him another year.” Such thoughts as 
these are as little windows, through which we gaze into the interior of the 
depths of Martin Luther’s soul, and see visible across its tempests and clouds, 
a whole heaven of light and love. He might have painted, he might have 
sung; could have been beautiful like Raphael, great like Michael Angelo.— 
Carlyle. 

Loruer’s Love ror Huis Curnpren.—How tenderly Luther loved his chil- 
dren appeared when, in 1542, four years before his own death, he lost his 
little daughter Magdalena. When fourteen years she was taken so seriously 
ill that all hope of her recovery was soon over. Luther scarcely ever left 
her sick-bed. ‘‘ How dearly I love her!” exclaimed he; “but O my God, if 
it be thy will to take her to thyself, it shall be well!” One day, as he sat by 
her, he said, “Magdalena, my dear little daughter, art thou willing tg stay 
with thy father here, and also willing to go to thy Father in heaven?” She 
answered, “Yes, my own dear father, as God will.” Then said Luther, 
«Thou precious child, the spirit is willing, but the flesh is weak.” And turn- 
ing himself from her bed, he cried out, “I do love her! O how very dearly ”

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GeneraL WAsHINGTON’s Estimate or Prorantry.— When he was Colonel 
at Fort Cumberland, in his orderly book we find the following: * Colonel 
Washington has observed that the men of his regiment are very profane and 
reprobate.

INFLUENCE oF ouR Company.—Men who are much in each other’s com- 
pany will always resemble one another. We easily learn to follow the ex- 
ample of our companions. “One day,” said the poet Saddi, “I perceived a 

unch of roses surrounded by a tuft of grass. How,” I cried, “ does a ple- 
eian plant dare to thrust itself into the company of roses?” and I hastened 
© tear away the tuft, when the latter replied, “Spare me—it is true I am 
not a rose, but you will perceive from my perfume I have been with roses,’ 
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Remember Deratru.~The old Egyptians were wiser than we are. We 
are told that at every feast there was always one extraordinary guest that sat 
at the head of the table. He ate not, he drank not, he spake not, he was 
closely veiled. It was a skeleton which they had placed there to warn them 
that even in their feastings they should remember there would be an end of 
life. We are so fond of living, so sad at the very thought of death, that 
such a memento mori as that would be quite unbearable in our days of feasting. 


Tax Streneru or SireNcw.—It is a great art in the Christian life to learn 
to be silent. Under opposition, rebukes, injuries, still be silent. It is better 
to say nothing than to say it in an angry or excited manner, even if the oc- 
casion should seem to justify a degree of anger.

And if, 
while you thus habitually act, you hold fast your profession, it is only adding 
the betrayer’s kiss to the betrayer’s perfidy.

‘My wife is more precious to me than the kingdom 
of France and the dominion of Venice: for God has graciously given me a 
pious help-mate. What cause I have to love and value her! for she holds 
the faith, and behaves herself honorably, as beseems a goodly, virtuous 
woman; I have a dear and faithful wife, in whom the heart of her husband 
can safely trust.” 


THERE is a great deal of vanity in some people’s humility, a great deal of 
poverty in their wealth, and a great deal of insolence in their condescension, 
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SeLr-EXAMINATION.—It is much easier and more agreeable to our nature 
to go to public meetings frequently than to go alone and commune with our 
own hearts in the secrecy of the closet; and we are tempted todo so. It 
is much more easy and pleasant to sit and be lectured and moved by another 
than to meet God alone, and open the heart before him. Hence the great 
danger of positively neglecting intercourse with the heart-searching spirit 
in the closet. 


TrourH.—Says a Swiss proverb, “It takes a good many shovelfuls of earth 
to bury the truth. For bury it deep as men may, it will have a resurrection 
notwithstanding.

Tue Recoanirion or our DEPENDENCE upon Gop BY THE FATHERS 
OF our Country.—The American Congress was in session on the 5th of 
September, 1774. There was a doubt in the minds of many about the pro- 
priety of opening the daily deliberations with prayer, the reason assigned 
being the great diversity of opinion and religious belief. Then rose the ven- 
erable Puritan, Samuel Adams, with his long white locks hanging over his 
shoulders, and spoke as follows: “It does not become men professing to be 
Christians, convened for solemn deliberation in the hour of their extremity, 
to say there is so wide a difference in their religious belief that they cannot, 
as one man, bow the knee in prayer to the Almighty, whose aid they hope 
to obtain. Independeat as 1 am, and an enemy to all Prelacy as ] am 
known to be, I move that the Rev. Dr. Duché, of the Episcopal Church, be 
invited to address the Throne of Grace in prayer.” Dr. Duché complied 
and offered prayer, first in the form of his Church, and then in extempora- 
neous supplication, until all hearts were moved and the whole assembly 
were bathed in tears. In the Convention which framed the present Consti- 
tution, another scene occurred no less remarkable and impressive, when the 
venerable Franklin proposed, in words of profound solemnity never to be 
forgotten, the introduction of prayer to the Father of Light, for the wisdom 
which was then wanting to harmonize the conflicting elements, and estab- 
lish the conditions of the Nation’s welfare. 


First Lurseran Synop in Amurica.—tThe first Synod of the Lutheran 
Church assembled in Philadelphia, August 14th, 1748. Six clergymen 
were in attendance, viz: H. M. Muhlenberg, P. Brunnholtz, J. ¥. Hand- 
schuh, J, C. Hartwig, Provost Sanders and Magister Noesman. ‘The last 
two were of the Swedish Lutheran Church. Rev. Dr. Muhlenberg was cho- 
sen as the President of the Synod. There were also lay-delegates present, 
who were received as members and took part in the proceedings. At this 
meeting, John N. Kurtz, who had studied Theology in Germany, was 
licensed to preach the Gospel, the first Lutheran Minister who was invested 
with the sacred office in this country. The sermon on the occasion was 
preached by Pastor Hartwig, from the words, His blood will I require at thy 
hand.

The first is a partial eclipse of the Sun, the 16th of March, 4 o'clock, 45 
minutes, in the afternoon, invisible here; visible in the north-eastern part 
of Asia, and towards the North Pole. 

The second is a total eclipse of the Moon, the 30th and 81st of March, 11 
o'clock, 27 minutes, im the evening, visible. Beginning of the eclipse, 9 
o’clock, 81 minutes, evening. Beginning of the total phase, 10 o’clock, 37 
minutes, evening. Middle of the total phase, 11 o’clock, 27 minutes, even- 
ing. End of the total phase, 31st March, 12 o’clock, 16 minutes, morning. 
End of the eclipse, 31st March, 1 o’clock, 23 minutes, morning. Duration 
of the total eclipse, 1 hour, 89 minutes. Duration of the whole eclipse, 3 
hours, 52 minutes. 

The third is a partial eclipse of the Sun, the 15th of April, 1 o'clock, 40 
minutes, in the morning, of course invisible here; will be visible on the 
opposite side of the Earth. 

The fourth is a total eclipse of the Moon, the 24th of September, 9 o'clock, 
1 minute, in the morning, consequently invisible here. 

The fifth is a partial eclipse of the Sun, the 8th of October, 11 o'clock, 50 
minutes, in the forenoon; invisible here, on accovnt of the Moon’s great 
northern latitude; will be visible in the Hastera States, Canada Hast, Green- 
land and Europe.

Some Almanac calculators have Mars, Saturn and Jupiter for Morning 
and Mvening Stars. Thisj/is not strictly correct ; the Morning and Evening 
Stars are those stars that revolve between the Harth and the Sun, as Mer- 
cury and Venus; this is not the case with Mars, Saturn and Jupiter; they 
are sometimes midnight stars—at other times they rise when the Sun sets, 
and are farther from the Sun than the Earth; therefore they cannot be 
ealled Evening and Morning Stars to the Earth ; but the Earth can be called 
an Evening and Morning Star to Mars, Jupiter and Saturn, because the 
Earth passes between the Sun and those planets in making its revolution 
around the Sun.

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THE CHRISTIAN CHURCH-YHAR. 


The Christian Church-Year (or ecclesiastical year) begins with the fourth 
Sunday before Christmas, or the first Sunday in the season of Advent. The 
season of Advent includes the four Sundays immediately preceding Christmas, 
and is the period of preparation for the festival of the Redeemer’s birth— 
or Christmas, which is always celebrated on the 25th of December. Hight 
days after Christmas comes the festival of the Circumcision of Christ, on the 
first day of the civil year ( New- Year's day.) On the 6th of January is the 
festival of Epiphany ; which, in the Roman Catholic Church is called the 
festival of the three kings. This is the festival of the conversion of the hea- 
then, and is founded upon the adoration of the wise men from the east, as 
the first fruit of the heathen world. (Matt. ii: 1-12.) Thisis followed by 
2-6 Sundays after Epiphany, according as Haster comes early or late. 


The ninth Sunday before Kaster is called Septuagesima (in round numbers, 
the seventicth, but really the 64th day before Haster); the eighth Sunday be- 
fore Easter is called Sexagesima, the 60th day before Haster; the seventh 
Quinquagesima, or the 50th day before Haster, or Esto Mihi (so called from 
the beginning of the old church liturgy, which is taken from Psalms, Ixxi: 8, 
and is as follows: ‘‘ Be thou my strong habitation !”) and also the Sunday 
before Lent. The following Tuesday is Shrove Tuesday, because on the 
evening of this day in the ancient church, the forty days’ fast (Lent), or 
Quadragesimal fast (they did not fast on Sundays,) began. The next day is 
Ash Wednesday. After this come six Sundays in Lent, which are named 
after the Latin opening words, or the contents, of the old Sunday Scripture 
lesson : 

1. Invocavil, (Ps., xci: 15, He shall call upon me), also called Quadra- 
gesima, and the first Sunday in Lent. : 

2. Reminiscere, (from Ps., xxv: 6, “Remember, O Lord, thy tender mer- 
cies !”) or, the second Sunday in Lent, 

8. Oculi, (Ps., xxv: 15, “Mine eyes are ever toward the Lord”) or, the — 
third Sunday in Lent. 

4. Letare, (Isa., Ixvi: 10, ‘ Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, and be glad with 
her,”) or the fourth Sunday in Lent. 

5. Judica, (Ps., xliii: 1, “Judge me, O God!”) the fifth Sunday. 

6. Palmarum, (Palm Sunday), from the contents of the gospel lesson, 
Matt., xxi: 8, the siz Sunday in Lent. 

The six weeks preceding Easter are called the season of Lent, and are de- 
voted to the consideration of the sufferings of the Redeemer. 

Palm Sunday is the first day of Passion-week, which is the last week of : 
Lent. In this week come Maundy Thursday, observed in commemoration of — 
the institution of the Lord’s Supper, and the Saviour’s agony in Gethsemane ; ; 
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and Good Friday, the day on which the death of the Lord on the cross is 
commemorated. 

The Sunday after Good Friday is the festival of Easter, which is commem- 
orative of the Saviour’s resurrection. Easter is a movable festival, and is 
always the first Sunday after the Full Moon, which happens upon, or next 
after the twenty-first day of March (the vernal equinox). 

The first Sunday after Haster is called Quasimodogeniti, from 1 Pet., ii: 2, 
** As new-born babes desire the sincere milk of the word ;” the second, Mise- 
ricordias Domini, from Ps., Ixxxix: 1, “I will sing of the mercies of the 
Lord ;” the third, Jubilate, from Ps., Ixvi: 1, “ Make a joyful noise unto 
God, all ye lands;” the fourth, Cantate, from Ps., xeviii: 1, ‘‘O sing unto 
the Lord a new song ;” the fifth, Rogate, from Matt, vii: 7, “ Ask, and it 
shall be given you.” The Thursday after Rogate is the festival of the Ascen- 
sion, which occurs forty days after aster. The following Sunday, the sixth _ 
after Haster, is called Hrawdi, from Ps., xxvii: 7, “ Hear, O Lord, when I 
ery with my voice.” 

On the succeeding Sunday the Church celebrates Whitsunday, ( Whitsuntide,) 
fifty days after Haster, as the festival of the outpouring of the Holy Ghost, 
or of the establishment of the Christian Church. 

The Sunday after Whitsunday is called Trinity Sunday. It is devoted 
to the solemn consideration of the revelation of God as Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. All the succeeding Sundays (from 23-27.) to the first Sunday in Ad- 
vent, are called Sundays after Trinity. ‘ 

The Church-year may be divided into two parts ; that in which the Church 

festivals occur, and that in which there are no festivals. Trinity Sunday 
forms the dividing line between these two parts. The first half (the histor- 
ical part) of the Church-year is to be devoted specially to the consideration 
of the Saviour’s life and atoning work ; during the other half (or the doctri- 
nal part), the consideration of Christian life in the congregation is to form 
the subject of general edification, instruction, and exercise. 

The Church, many ages ago selected two portions of Holy Scripture called 
Pericopes, or gospels and epistles), one from the Gospels, and the other from 
the Hpistles, for every Sunday and festival of the Church-year. 

The festivals are divided into movable and immovable. The former always 
occur on the same day of the week, but not on the same day of the year. 

' This is the case with the festival of Easter and all that depend upon it. ‘The 
immovable festivals always occur on the same day of the year, but on dif- 
ferent diys of the week. In addition to the principal festivals of the Church, 
we also celebrate the festival of the Reformation, October 81st, and the days 
of thanksgiving, humiliation and prayer, appointed by the civil authorities,
